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Continuation of 13. Other: 1 . Applicant argues that; "claim 21 of the present application would not have been properly finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if it had been entered in the earlier application. This is because claim 21 
was amended to include limitations from dependent claims 22 and 23, respectively, where both dependent claims depended from the 
base claim 21. Accordingly, claim 21 is effectively a new claim that has not been previously examined or rejected. Therefore, there are no 
grounds of rejection, of record, for claim 21 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. As stated in the interview summary dated 1 1/20/2007, the limitations included in independent 
claim 21 are drawn to same invention claimed in the earlier application (limitations were previously examined and rejected on the same 
grounds, same art; See Final Office Action dated 02/21/07, page 7). The finality of the Office Action dated 09/12/2007 was based on the 
guidelines taken from the MPEP 706.07b. 

2. Applicant argues that; "the present Office action does not state any ground of rejection regarding the claim 21 limitation, 
•providing an indication of the first state of the annotation in an interface screen displaying the annotation data'." 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. The limitation: "providing an indication of the first state of the annotation in an interface screen 
displaying the annotation data" was properly rejected on the same grounds in Final Office Action dated 07/21/2007 (See - Page 7 of that 
OA). 

3. Applicant argues that the applied prior art fails to disclose; "determining a second state of the annotation". 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. The applied prior art does disclose the limitation: determining a second state of the annotation 
(Col. 2, lines 25 - 30, Bays).
